IF CLOUDS RAIN ' GOLD. 


Almost simultaneously with the reports 


of the discovery o[ much gold in the far 
north cornea the announcement of rich 
strikes of the yellow metal in Peru. 
The all but fabaloue mines of the Incae, 
it IB eaid, have been found, and the 
Eouth is to vie with the north in the 
production of the precious metal. If 
these latter reports are verified, the 
rush ot the gold-huntere will be divided 
and the etream of humanity will flow- 
both northward and southward instead 
of in the former direction alone. 


It was at such a time, when the world 


almost eeeme to be standing on the 
verge of a new uolden era, that Presi- 
dent 
McKinley 
issued 
hi? 
recom- 


mendation that ccmcrese create a non- 
partisan monetary commission. 
The 


message was prepared before the Klon- 
dyke 
wanderere had returned with 


their fleece of pold and 
before the 


rumore 
of discovered treasure 
bad 


floated northward from the land which 
Piz&rro ecourgeu. but these subsequent 
eveots nevertheless serve to give force 
to the recommendation contained in the 
message. 


For if, as seems possible, if not prob- 


able, a new Golronda bag beep discov- 
ered whence eball be takefl, within a 
comparatively ehort time, hundreds of 
millions of dollars' worth of gold, a 
problem might ~03 preeented. in the 


Solution- of iffblch a monetary camniie- 
s-on wooM find itself thoroughly occu- 
pied. The men who find gold are not 
usually the kind of men who hoard it. 
If vast quantities of gold should be nn- 
earihed either in Alaska or Peru, a 


" large part of H would rapidly be put 


into circulation and eome part of it, at 
least, would reach all classes. 


This would not be a condition of a(- 


iaire to be dreaded; rather, would any 
of UB welcome it. But, in the mean- 
time, how would it be with that influ- 
ential class nf Rold-ownera who bold to 
the comfortable theory that there are 
exactly enough of gold dollars now in 
the world, and neither too much nor 
too little by a eingle dollar? If they 
are right in this view of the matter, 
evidently the introduction of a large 
additional amount of gold would tip the 
ecaleand overcome that wise and delicate 
b&lince which 
Providence apparently 


Had decreed in tbeir favor. A huge in- 
vaeion of gold would eeem almost like a 
Sylng in the face of the Cleveland type 
ot fold-plated Democracy, and a mone- 
tary commiBBlon would have ite hands 
lull in eitiefying the members of that 
Democracy that auch a condition of af- 
faire would be right. Holding,« they 
do, that the proper way to keep finan- 
cial affaire morion ie to ieeue bonds to 
their friend*, they would look with 
grave reprehension on keeping them 
moving by repleniBhing the money Bup- 
ply. They might not in BO many wordf 
condemn Providence, but they would 
feel that Be should have thought twice 
before he put that gold where it could 
be found. 


That class of philosophers, too, who 


claim that gold alone of all created 
thinge IB absolutely stable in its valtH 
would have an interesting problem pre 
eented to them by the introduction o 
eoaic hundreds of millions of dollar 
worth of gold into general circula 
tlon 
in 
this 
country. 
There 


would be presented to 
them 
tlie 


remarkable phenomenon of everything 
advancing in price except gold. They 
would readily prove tbat this condi- 
tion would not be due to the deprecia- 
tion of gold, for one hundred cents 
would still constitute a dollar, bat it 
would necessitate their issuing new 
books under eome eucli title as, " Why 
Everything but Gold Hisee in Value, or 
Proof Positive Tbat When a Cat Falls 
from a Balloon Everything Goea up and 
the Cat Stands Still." A monetary 
commission might have its hands full in 
convincing these sages that something 
must be wrong with their theory. 


If ttiese comments have been writien 


in a tone of half jesting, there is no jest 
in the statement that it Hea within the 
possibilities of these gold diecoveriea, if 
they are what they are alleged to be, to 
muke a great overturning in the world 
of finance and of business. Klondyke, 
as it ie pictured, would bring that wave 
of prosperity which must come more 
slowly without it. But in the meantime 
the Republican party will RO ahead with 
its efforts to secure bimetallism. 


AND now we have it from the Ef 


potitor thftt it waa Jonefl ol Nevada, 
the Popultet-Silver Republican', who 
gave ue the doty on raiaini and Zante 
curraute, A little while ago we were 
told in that paper that Mr. A. B. 
Butler waa entitled to the credit for 
tbat result, but the laurel wreath is 
now rudely snatched from tbat brow 
and transferred to tho intellectual dome 
of Jones. And it is only justice to Mr. 
.Jones to eay that he not only supported 
the fruit schedule but voted tor the 
tariff 
bill on its final passage. Mr. 


Jones baa the good 
eenee to be a 


staunch protectionist; not one of the 
imbecile kind who shrieks for the hiirh- 
eet protection on, the products o! hit 
local constituents and damns the prin- 
ciple, but an honest protectionist who 
understands that duties roust be wideb- 
and equitably distributed in order tbat 
justice may prevail. He is not fool 
enough to argue that California pro- 
ducts should have protective duties 
while those of other localities 
are 


denied that advantage. This much to 
the credit of Mr. Jones, But it may 
be incidentally mentioned that the 
senate committee did not recommend 
a reduction of the house duty on Xante 
currants, and that it was Senator Alli- 
son of that committee 
who 
recom- 


mended the restoration of the 2'c cent 
duty on raising, and the only Demo- 
cratic vote which wae cast for the fruit 
schedule in the eenata was that of 
Senator White. Tbe leaders of that 
party assailed it bitterly, but fortu- 
nately they did not have the votes to 
defeat it. 


WITH a tariff of 2l.< cents a pound on
